A British European Air- 
ways Comet 4 jet- 
liner crashed in flames 
moments after take- 
off last night. First 
reports said 29 of the 
34 people on board 
were killed. 

They said four passen- 
gers were injured and 
taken to hospital. A 
fifth survivor who was 
only slightly injured 
was being treated at 
the airport’s medical 
centre. 


The officials said the Comet's 
crew of seven were all killed

had exploded in midair 
proved false. Airport Officials, 
who were witnesses to the 
disaster, said; “The plane 
did not explode until it 
touched the ground. The 
violence of the explosion was 
guch that it Mterally disinte- 
grated the forward part of the 
fuselage and the = entire 
cockpit.”

SOMETHING pecu- 

’ tiar has happened 
to the military mind 
when a_ general ex- 
presses dismay at the 
thought of having his 


command enlarged. 

But this aberration is com- 
mon among senior officers of 
the Britsih Army, of the Rhine. 
recently ] have heard several 
apparently able, ambitious offi- 
cers deplore the demand to send 
more British soldiers to Ger- 
many. 

This demand was made 
of Mr Harotd Watidnson, the 
Deferrce Minister, at the “North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisalion 
conference in Parts last week. 
it is supported by General 
Norstad, the NA Supreme 
Commander in Europe, and 
the United States and Germen 
Governments. 

Ii is even being suggested 
that only by sending more 
soldiers to Germany, can Britain 
prove herself a loyal member of 
NATO and worthy of inclusion 
in the Common Markct, 

But this the British Govern- 
ment, it is known, does not wish 
to do. And, in Germany, J have 
found that the practical soldiers 
fee] the same wuy, Behind this 
conflict lies a confusion which 
is perfously weakening Western 
defence 


Clear cut 


The facts of the case are 
clear cut. Brilain is committed 
to maintaining in Germany—as 
part of the Northern Army 
Group—an Army with a peuce- 
lime strength of 55,000 men. In 
an emergency this would be 
imereased by abou, one-third tu 
war strength 

Al this moment the Rhine 
Army is short of its peacetime 
strength by some 4,000 men. The 
most aeule shortages are of 
drivers, signallers and medical 
staff but, it is claimed, the 
Army's fighting quality is little 
affected. 

Most of these shortages are 
now being made good and 
within three months the peace- 
time strength should have been 
reached and—if the 3,000 troops 
an Berlin are included—exceed- 


But this is unlikely to satisfy 
NATO. 

Nor, at the moment, dovs the 
British plan to strengthen the 
Rhine Army in an emergency. 
Details of this plan are secret, 
but I can say that It could entai) 
flying tens of thousands = of 
soldiers to Germany, in a very 
few days. 

The reservists, who would go, 
have all been earmarked. A job 
has been picked for every one 
of them. 

‘Their equipment — from bed- 
rolls to tanks — awaits them in 
Germany, Well within a week 
the Rhine Army could be above 
its ‘war 

In addition there is now 
forming in this country ea heavy 
division whieh could be ship- 
ped to Germany, at Mhort notice 
as the Rhine Army’s immediate 
reserve. 

But even these elaborate plans 
do not seem to satisfy NATO. 
What is needéd, they say, afe 
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more soldiers on the ground In 
Germany now, Soldiers who 
can show that the West is 
equally ready, to defend its 
frontiers with conventional as 
with nuclear weapons. 


Overcrowding 


This demand, British com- 
manders in Germany reject 
firmly on practical grounds: 
One officer told me bluntly that 
to increase the Rhine Army 
now would “only deaden the 
whole outfit.” 


The reason is overcrowding 
Even now, with the new Get- 
man Army, completing the ninth 
of its planned 12 divisions, there 
is barely room in North Ger- 
many for the existing Rhine 
Army 


Firstly, there is the probiem 
of training areas. These are so 
few and so sma)! that the Bri- 
ush, German, Dutch and Bel- 
gian troops of the Northern 
Army Group musi qué@ue to use 
them and even so every forma- 
tion seriously lacks field train- 
ing 

Hence, German tanks must 
use firing ranges in Pembroke- 
shire. British commanders are 
convinced that an enlarged 


Rhine Army would mean that 
no unit would be able to 
achleve the minimum standard 
of field training. 

Secondly, there is the housing 
problem For British troops, 
Germany counts as a “home 
posting.” Thus a soldier may 
spend three years there be- 
tween spells in, say, the Far 
East and the West Indies But 
the housing shortage is such 
that tgousands of men cannot 
have their families with them, 
or, if they do, must live in ap- 
palling conditions. 


Not enough 


A programme to build nearly 
2,700 more married quarters has 
Deen approved and the firal 
300 have already been occup- 
ied. But this programme will 
not be completed umtil] the end 
of 1963 and even then the de- 
mand will not be salisfled 

Some 200 caravans have been 
ordcred to ease the strain and 
many soldiers have been told 
that their families can only be 
housed in Germany if they are 
so far awey, that they can only 
be together at weekends. 

At Hameln, where the housing 
problem is comparatively easy, 
I visited jhe Middlesex Regi- 
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ment, Although they have been 
there for about three years 
some 40 families are still liv- 
ing in German hotels. This can 
mean that a soldier and his 
wife must share a room with 
one or two small children. 

Others have married quarters 
30 to 50 miles away and spend 
hours travelling every day, A 
sergeant told me: “If a man has 
housing trouble it shows in his 
work.” 

Commanding officers in Ger- 
many agreed unanimously that 
any large increase in the num- 
ber of soldiers’ wives and 
children—they already number 
36,000-—would worsen the al- 
ready bad housing problem 
intolerably and affect morale. 

Another objection is far more 
serious. 

This ts the British Deiief that 
the NATO ambition to match 
man fot man with the Com- 
munists is dangerously Wrong. 

One senior British officer told 
me: “My command is trained lo 
fight with conventiona) or nu- 
dear weapons—but it can only 
fight effectively with nuclear 

” 


Th 7 di istrust ong 
ere is decp mistrus' 
the British of the vague NATO 
hope of “forcing a pause” with 
conventional weapons. They 
know that even if tte NATO 
armies could initially match the 
Communist armies between the 
North Bea and the Alps the

THE full extent of the German drive to secure control of a nuclear 
striking force has now become apparent following an analysis by In-

Strauss, Weat Germany's 
thrusting Defente Minister, tour- 
ed Washington's military depart- 
ments and peddiled this persua-

readiness. 

Strauss is to apply this argu- 
ment in the Paris talks to 
the 500 longer-range H-bomb 
rockets which U.S. Nato chief 
General Lauris Norstad wants to 
supply to Germany and other 
Nato countries. They too will 
have “instant readiness.” 


Danger
